\17  II  ERE  AS  the  Regulations  governing  the  grunting 
VV  of  yearly  licenses  to  cut  timber  on  Dominion 
lands  established  by  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  1 1th 
November,  1881,  as  well  as  by  the  Order  in  Council  of 
the  17th  day  of  September,  1889,  chapter  98  of  the 
Consolidated  Orders  in  Council  of  Canada,  provide  that 
the  licensee  shall  have  in  operation  within  one  year 
from  a date  to  be  fixed  in  the  license,  and  keep  in 
operation  for  at  least  six  months  of  eaeli  year  of  his 
holding,  a saw-mill  in  connection  with  his  berth 
capable  of  cutting  daily  at  least  one  thousand  feet 
board  measure  of  lumber  for  every  two  and  a-half 
square  miles  of  the  area  licensed  ; 

And  whereas  this  provision  was  enacted  in  order  to 
encourage  by  every  means  the  establishment  of  mills 
for  the  covenience  of  settlers  who  were  removed 
from  railways  and  other  means  of  supplying  them- 
selves with  lumber,  and  at  a time  when  timber  berths 
were  granted  without  competition,  and  the  result  lias 
been  the  establishment  of  a very  considerable  number 
of  mills,  and  every  facility  is  now  afforded  for  the 
purchase  of  manufactured  lumber  in  almost  every 
settlement  in  Manitoba,  the  North-West  Territories, 
and  within  the  railway  belt  in  British  Columbia, — 

Therefore  His  Excellency,  being  of  the  opinion  that 
the  time  has  now  arrived  when  a licensee  should  not 
be  called  upon  to  construct  a mill  unless  the  establish- 
ment thereof  would  supply  a local  need,  is  pleased  to 
order,  under  the  provisions  of  chapters  54  and  56  of 
the  Revised  Statutes,  intituled  respectively  “ The 
Dominion  Lands  Act,”  and  “An  Act  respecting  cer- 
tain Public  Lands  in  British  Columbia,”  and  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  the  Queen’s  Privy  Council  for 
Canada,  that  the  Regulation  which  requires  a licensee 
to  have  a saw-mill  in  operation  upon  his  berth  within 
a certain  time,  being  sub-section  (d)  of  section  2 of 
the  Regulations  approved  by  the  Order  in  Council  of 
the  1 1 tli  November,  1881,  as  well  as  sub-section  (/.  )of 
section  2 of  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  17th  Sep- 
tember, 1889,  chapter  98  of  the  Consolidated  Orders  in 
Council  of  Canada,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  that  in  respect  of  all  licenses  hereafter 
granted,  the  licensee  shall  be  required  to  construct  a 
mill  and  commence  the  manufacture  of  lumber  from 
the  timber  on  the  tract  covered  by  his  license,  within 
one  year  from  the  date  when  he  is  notified  by  the 
proper  officer  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  that 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior  regards  such  a step  neces- 
sary or  expedient  in  the  public  interest.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria 
to  borrow  the  sum  of  $200,000  in  anticipation  of 
the  receipt  of  i ts  Revenue  for  the  year  1892. 

\\T  HEREAS,  under  and  by  virtue  of  sub-section 
VV  (133)  of  section  96  of  the  “ Municipal  Act,” 
every  Municipality  may,  under  the  conditions  con- 
tained in  said  sub-section,  borrow  from  any  person 
such  sum  of  money  and  bearing  such  rate  of  interest 
as  may  be  required  to  meet  the  current  legal  expenditure 
of  every  such  corporation  which  becomes  payable  out 
of  the  annual  revenue  before  the  revenue  of  the  year 
becomes  payable  by  the  taxpayers  : 

And  whereas  to  meet  the  current  legal  expenditure 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria  for  the  year 
1892,  payable  out  of  their  annual  revenue  before  such 
revenue  for  such  year  becomes  payable  by  the  tax- 
payers, it  is  requisite  for  the  said  Corporation  to 
borrow  the  sum  of  $200,000  :

and  at  such  times  as  the  same  may,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Mayor  and  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Council, 
be  required,  bearing  interest  at  a rate  not  exceeding 
six  per  centum  per  annum. 

2.  The  moneys  so  borrowed  shall  be  expended  in 
defraying  the  current  legal  expenses  of  the  . aid  Cor- 
poration for  the  year  1892,  and  shall,  together  with 
the  interest  thereon,  be  repayable  and  repaid  to  the 
lender  or  lenders  thereof  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of 
December,  1892,  out  of  the  municipal  revenue  for  the 
said  year. 

3.  The  acknowledgment  of  such  liability  shall  be  in 
the  form  of  a promissory  note,  signed  by  the  Mayor 
and  the  Clerk  and  Finance  Committee  of  the  said  Cor- 


poration, and  scaled  with  tlm  corporate  seal  of  the 
said  ( Wponil  ion. 

4.  This  by-law  may  bn  cited  as  the  “ Annual  Loan 
By-Law,  1892.”  ,

Declaring  that  a distinction  for  the  purposes  of  assess- 
incut  shall  be  made  between  “land"  and  “im- 
provements" within  the  Municipality  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  Victoria,  anil  p.ring  the 
time  for  making  anil  returning  the  Assessment 
Roll. 

\\J  HEREAS,  under  and  by  virtue  of  section  121  of 
YV  the  “Municipal  Act,  1891,”  it  is  enacted 
amongst  other  things  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Council  of  any  Municipality  to  pass  a by-law  declaring 
that  a distinction  for  the  purposes  of  assessment  within 
the  Municipality  shall  be  made  between  “ land”  and 
“improvements,”  and  also  declaring  in  the  said  by- 
law that  for  the  purpose  of  assessment  “land”  situate 
within  the  Municipality  shall  be  estimated  at  its 
actual  cash  value,  as  it  would  be  appraised  in  the  pay- 
ment of  a just  debt  from  a solvent  debtor,  and 
“improvements,”  situate  as  aforesaid  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  shall  not  be  estimated  in  excess  of  fifty  per 
cent,  of  their  actual  cash  value,  as  they  would  be 
appraised  in  payment  of  a just  debt  from  a solvent 
debtor : 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  that  in  pursuance  of 
such  powers  as  afortsaid,  a distinction  should  be  made 
between  “land”  and  “improvements”  within  the 
municipal  limits  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Victoria  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  that  ‘ ‘ land  ” 
situate  as  aforesaid  should  be  estimated  at  its  actual 
cash  value  as  aforesaid,  and  “ improvements  ” situate 
as  aforesaid  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  should  be 
estimated  at  fifty  per  cent,  of  their  actual  cash  value 
as  aforesaid  : 

Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Victoria,  as  follows  - 

1.  From  and  after  the  final  passage  of  this  by-law 
a distinction  for  the  purpose  of  assessment  shall  be 
made  between  “ land  ” and  “ improvements  ” situate 
within  the  municipal  limits  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Victoria. 

2.  “ Land  ” situate  within  the  said  limits  shall  be 
estimated  for  the  purpose  of  assessment  at  its  actual 
cash  value,  as  it  would  be  appraised  in  payment  of  a 
just  debt  from  a solvent  debtor. 

3.  “ Improvements  ” situate  within  the  said  limits 
shall  be  estimated  for  the  purpose  of  assessment  at 
fifty  per  cent,  of  their  actual  cash  value,  as  they  would 
be  appraised  iu  payment  of  a just  debt  from  a solvent 
debtor. 

4.  The  Assessor  shall  begin  to  make  the  assessment 
roll  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March,  and  complete 
the  same  not  later  than  the  9th  day  of  July  in  each 
year,  and  the  assessment  shall  be  made  on  the  said 
9th  day  of  July  in  each  year. 

5.  The  assessment  roll  shall  be  returned  by  the 
Assessor  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipality  on  or  before 
the  20th  day  of  July,  in  the  year  1892. 

6.  In  the  construction  of  this  by  law  the  words 
“land  ” and  “ improvements  ” shall  have  respectively 
the  meanings  given  to  them  by  the  “ Municipal  Act, 
1891,”  or  any  amendment  thereof. 

7.  Any  by-law  or  by-laws  containing  any  provision 
or  provisions  which  may  be  inconsistent  with  or 
repugnant  to  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  is  and  are 
hereby  repealed,  in  so  far  only  as  the  same  are  so  incon- 
sistent or  repugnant,  so  as  that  full  force  and  effect 
shall  be  given  to  the  provisions  of  this  by-law,  but  not 
otherwise. 

This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Land  and  Improve- 
ments' Assessment  By-Law,  1892.”

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VICTORIA  CITY  BY-LAWS. 

No.  156. 

A BY-LAW 

For  the  Appointment  of  a Commissioner  or  Commis- 
sioners of  Sneers. 

WHEREAS,  under  and  by  virtue  of  sub-section 
(97)  of  section  96  of  the  “ Municipal  Act,  1891,” 
power  is  conferred  upon  the  Council  to  pass  by- 
laws, either  for  the  appointment  by  the  Council, 
or  for  the  election,  as  the  Council  may 
decide,  by  the  persons  entitled  to  vote  on 
the  Municipal  By-Laws,  of  a Commissioner  or  Com- 
missioners (not  exceeding  three  in  number  in  all) 
to  manage  and  superintend  the  construction  of  sewer- 
age and  drainage  work  and  to  define  his  or  their 
duties  and  fix  his  or  their  salary  or  other  remunera- 
tion, as  the  Council  may  by  by-law  decide,  and  other - 
otherwise  subject  as  in  the  said  sub-section  provided  ; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria  should  appoint  a 
Commissioner  or  Commissioners,  as  aforesaid,  to  man- 
age and  superintend  the  construction  of  sewerage  and 
drainage  work  in  the  City  of  Victoria,  and  otherwise 
in  accordance  with  the  said  sub-section  ; 

Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Aider- 
men  of  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Victoria  : 

1.  The  Council  may  appoint,  by  resolution,  one  or 
more  person  or  persons  (not,  however,  exceeding  three 
in  all)  to  be  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  to  man- 
age and  superintend  the  construction  of  sewerage  and 
drainage  works  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Victoria. 

Commissioners’  Duties. 

2.  The  duty  of  the  said  Commissioner  or  Commis- 
sioners shall  be  : — 

(a.)  To  carry  out  the  system  of  sewerage  and  drain- 
age as  adopted  by  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of 
the  City  of  Victoria,  as  funds  may  from  time  to  time 
be  placed  at  their  disposal,  and  to  see  that  all  con- 
tracts entered  into  by  the  Corporation  in  connection 
with  the  sewerage  and  drainage  of  the  City  be 
properly  carried  out,  and  to  do  all  other  things  neces- 
sary to  facilitate  tbe  successful  operation  of  the  said 
works. 

(b.)  To  appoint  and  fix  the  salaries  of  and  to  direct 
and  control  the  chief  engineer  and  his  staff  in  the  dis- 
chai-ge  of  their  duties,  and  to  remove  the  chief 
engineer  and  the  assistant  engineer,  or  inspector  of 
works,  or  any  other  person  in  the  employment  of  the 
■Corporation  in  connection  with  the  sewerage  works  of 
the  City,  and  to  appoint  other  persons  in  their  places 
if  deemed  necessary  ; provided,  always,  that  the  Com- 
missioner or  Commissioners  shall  not  have  the  power 
to  appoint  any  such  person  for  a longer  period  than 
their  own  term  of  office,  and  any  such  person  so 
appointed  can  be  dismissed  by  the  Commissioner  or 
'Commissioners  or  by  the  Council  by  giving  him  thirty 
days’  notice  to  that  effect,  and  all  such  appointments 
shall  be  made  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  sub- 
section. 

(c. ) To  examine  all  accounts  and  claims  in  r'espect  of 
the  sewerage  and  drainage  of  the  City,  and  to  certify 
the  same,  to  sign  all  cheques  drawn  in  respect  of  the 
said  accounts  and  claims,  the  said  cheques  to  be 
countersigned  by  the  Mayor  for  the  time  being  of  the 
said  City  before  payment. 

( d . ) To  see  that  all  moneys  voted  for  sewerage  and 
drainage  purposes  be  not  expended  otherwise  than 
for  sewerage  or  drainage  purposes,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  any  contracts  therefor,  when  such  exist. 

(e. ) To  settle  all  disputes  which  may  from  time  to 
time  arise  between  the  chief  engineer,  inspector  or 
inspectors,  or  others,  and  any  contractor  or  contractors 
for  any  works  in  connection  with  the  said  sewerage  or 
drainage,  and  the  decision  of  the  Commissioner  or 
Commissioners  shall  be  final. 

(./. ) In  the  event  of  three  Commissioners  being 
appointed,  and  one  of  them  being  absent  from  the 
Province  at  any  time,  cheques  may  be  signed  by  two 
Commissioners  and  countersigned  by  the  Mayor. 

3.  The  said  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  shall 
have  power  to  reject  any  or  all  work  or  material  per- 
formed or  used,  and  materials  proposed  to  be  used  in 
any  such  work  that  in  their  opinion  is  not  in  accord- 
ance with  the  plans  and  specifications  or  any  contract, 
or  any  of  them. 

4.  The  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Council  once  in  each  year,  and  in 


case  of  incompetence  or  neglect  of  duty  which  is,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Council,  of  such  a character  as  to 
render  the  person  unfit  to  further  hold  the  office  of 
Sewerage  Commissioner,  the  Council  may,  by  resolu- 
tion, remove  him  from  office  and  declare  his  position 
vacant,  and  appoint  another  person  in  his  place,  who 
shall  hold  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  his 
predecessor. 

5.  The  said  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  shall 
meet  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and  at  any  other 
time  at  the  call  of  the  Secretary  upon  reasonable 
notice. 

6.  The  City  Clerk  shall  act  as  Secretary  at  all  meet- 
ings of  said  Commissioners,  and  shall  receive  ten 
dollars  per  month  for  his  services. 

7.  The  Sectretary  shall  call  a meeting  of  the  Com- 
missioners whenever  requested  so  to  do  by  a Commis- 
sioner or  the  Commissioners  or  the  engineer  in  charge 
of  the  works. 

8.  The  remuneration  of  the  said  Commissioners 
shall  be  : 

(a.)  For  each  and  every  meeting  duly  convened, 
($10)  ten  dollars. 

9.  The  Commissioner  or  the  Commissioners  shall 
report  monthly,  or  as  often  as  the  Council  may  desire, 
their  proceedings  to  the  Council. 

10.  The  “ Commissioners  of  Sewers  Appointment 
By-Law,”  of  1890,  and  “ The  Commissioners  of  Sew- 
ers By-Law,”  of  1891,  are  hereby  repealed. 

This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Commissioners 
of  Sewers  By-Law,  1892.”

A BY-LAW 

To  amend  the  Marliet  15y-Tau\ 

WHEREAS  it  is  desirable  to  amend  the  “ Market 
By  -Law 

Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria,  as  follows: 

1.  Section  3 of  the  said  by-law  is  hereby  repealed, 
and  the  following  section  is  substituted  therefor  : — 
“3.  The  Market  shall  be  opened  and  kept  open 
daily  (except  Sundays)  from  6 a.m.,  and  shall  be  closed 
at  8 p.m. , except  on  Saturdays,  when  the  Market  shall 
he  kept  open  until  10  p.m.;  provided,  however,  that 
butchers  and  fish  dealers  may  open  their  stalls  and 
supply  meat  and  fish,  respectively,  to  steamboats  and 
other  vessels  coming  into  or  going  out  of  the  harbour 
of  Victoria  after  the  market  hour  aforesaid.  On  all 
statute  holidays  the  Market  shall  be  closed  at  12  o’clock 
noon.” 

2.  Section  4 of  the  said  by-law  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  “ during  market  hours,”  in 
the  fifth  line  thereof,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
words  “ from  7 a.m.  to  6 p.m.” 

3.  Section  18  of  the  said  by-law  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  said  section,  after  the  word 
“space,”  the  words  following,  namely:  “without 
written  permission  from  the  Market  Superintendent.” 

4.  Section  38  of  the  said  by-law  is  hereby  repealed 
and  the  following  section  substituted  therefor  : — 

“38.  All  household  bread  manufactured  by  any 
person  in  the  city,  for  sale  or  offered  for  sale  or  sold  in 
the  city,  shall  be  of  good  wholesome  Hour  or  meal, 
and  shall  be  made  into  loaves,  each  of  full  weight 
respectively  of  2 pounds,  3 pounds  and  4 pounds,  and 
each  loaf  shall  he  marked  with  a number  indicating 
its  true  weight.  The  term  ‘ Household  Bread  ’ shall 
imply  all  bread,  except  cream  loaves,  when  one  or 
more  loaves  are  baked  in  a tin  or  pan.  All  other  kinds, 
namely  : currant  loaves,  cream  loaves,  and  all  shapes 
not  baked  in  a tin  or  pan,  and  having  a crust  all 
around  to  be  termed  ‘ Fancy  Bread,’  and  not  to  come 
under  the  meaning  of  this  section.” 

5.  Sections  42,  43  and  44  of  the  said  by-law  are 
hereby  repealed  and  the  following  sections  substituted 
therefor  : — 

“Sale  of  Coal  and  Wood. 

1 1 42.  Every  coal  and  wood  dealer  having  a permanent 
place  of  business  in  the  City  of  Victoria,  for  the  sale 
by  retail  of  coal  or  wood,  shall  give  to  the  driver  or 
person  in  charge  of  each  load  of  coal  or  wood  sent 
out  for  delivery  to  a purchaser  in  the  said  city,  a 
ticket  signed  by  such  dealer  or  by  his  agent  specifying 
the  true  amount  of  coal  or  wood  contained  in  such 
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load,  which  ticket  shall  be  delivered  to  the  purchaser 
at  the  time  of  delivery  of  said  coal  or  wood. 

“ 43.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Market  Superintend- 
ent or  any  police  officer  to  require  that  any  load  of 
wood  or  coal  on  its  way  from  seller  to  buyer,  in  the 
said  City,  shall  be  weighed  or  measured  by  the  Market 
Superintendent  or  his  assistant,  or  for  the  purchaser 
of  any  load  of  coal  or  wood  to  require  that  the  same 
shall  be  so  weighed  or  measured,  and  the  driver  or 
person  in  charge  thereof  shall  thereupon  have  the  said 
load  weighed  or  measured  at  the  expense  of  the  party 
requiring  the  same,  and  shall  then  and  there  produce 
to  the  weigh-master  the  ticket  mentioned  in  the  pre- 
ceding section  of  this  By-Law. 

“44.  Any  dealer  who  falsely  states  in  the  ticket 
aforesaid  the  weight  or  amount  of  the  coal  or  wood  in 
any  load,  and  any  person  who,  upon  request  as  afore- 
said, refuses  to  have  his  load  weighed  or  measured,  or 
produce  his  ticket  to  the  weigh-master,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  penalties  of  this  by-law. " 

6.  The  Superintendent  of  City  Police  may  grant 
temporary  permission  to  suspend  the  operation  of  se  - 
tion  14  of  the  “ Market  By-Law,  1891,'’  for  a period 
not  exceeding  one  week,  at  Christmas. 

7.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  “The  Market  By 
Law  Amendment  By-Law,  1892.”

NORTH  COWICHAN  BY-LAWS. 

FIRE  WARDEN  BY-LAW. 


WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the 
appointment  of  Fire  Wardens  in  the  Town- 
ship of  Alderlea,  Quamichan  ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of 
North  Cowichan  that,  after  the  passing  of  this  By- 


Law,  the  Reeve  and  Council  of  said  Municipality  may, 
from  year  to  year,  appoint  three  ratepayers,  resident 
in  the  said  Township  of  Alderlea,  to  Act  as  Fire 
Wardens. 

The  Fire  Wardens,  or  a majority  of  them,  shall 
have  the  following  powers  : — 

(a. ) To  visit  and  inspect,  at  all  reasonable  hours,  all 
buildings  in  the  town  or  its  vicinity ; 

(b.)  To  direct  and  regulate  in  the  town  and  its 
vicinity  the  position  of  stoves,  fire-places,  or  furnaces, 
chimneys,  stove-pipes,  and  smoke-stacks,  and  the 
removal,  change,  or  alteration  of  the  same,  or  any  of 
them,  or  the  position  or  condition  of  them,  or  any  of 
them,  and  further  to  direct  that  anything  shall  be 
done  by  way  of  prevention  to  avert  fire  ; 

(c.)  Generally  to  take  such  steps  for  the  prevention 
of  fire  in  the  town,  or  to  check  the  spreading,  as  thev 
may  think  fit. 

If  any  persons  shall  refuse  to  obey  the  directions  of 
the  Fire  Wardens,  or  a majority  of  them,  lie  shall  be 
liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  in  a summary  way  before  any  two  Justices 
of  the  Peace,  and  in  default  of  payment  the  same  to 
be  levied  by  distress.  The  offender  shall  suffer 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  fourteen  days,  and  the 
Justices  making  conviction  may  direct  the  execution 
of  the  directions  of  the  Fire  Wardens,  or  a majority  of 
them,  at  the  expense  of  the  offender,  who  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  the  same  to  the  person  effecting  the  same.
